In my preaching last weekend I shared some experiences from our last Gatherings of Grace, which 
was on the Glorious Mysteries of the Rosary. I shared briefly how two different people of two different 
generations, a high school youth and a retired elder in the parish, have been moved in their own faith 
life by their participation in Gatherings of Grace. 

Intergenerational learning creates centers of dialogue for exploring our faith. Cross-generational 
faith sharing helps us celebrate the presence of God throughout our diverse life experiences. We help 
one another with our questions, and occasionally offer inspired answers. This has not only been our 
experience with Gatherings of Grace here at Our Lady of the Black Hills, but has also the experience of 
other parishes in our diocese using the intergenerational model of faith formation. 

How awe-inspiring it is to hear: 

• An eight-year-old girl talk about her plans to help the homeless; 

• A 30-year-old mom share how she seeks the face of God in every person 
she meets as she takes her children to the playground each day; 

• A middle-aged man share his struggles to find God's presence as he 
journeyed with his dying wife; and 

• A 70-year-old couple talk about the committed love they have shared for 
50 years through the Sacrament of Marriage. 

Intergenerational learning provides opportunities to practice our faith as we learn how to pray, 
how to read Scripture, and how to relate to people of different ages and cultures. Imagine Christians of 
all ages practicing together to be Church. Now that is awe-inspiring and faith-building. 

Our next Gatherings of Grace will be Wednesday, May 14, beginning at 6:00 pm. Our theme will be 
The Eucharist: Meal , Sacrifice and Real Presence. All are welcome.
